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REMARKS 

After entry of the present amendments, Claims 1-47 will be pending in the 
application. Claim 41 has been amended to remove the limitation that the delipidated 
fraction contains apolipoproteins. Support for this amendment can be found at in the 
specification at col. 4, lines 15-26. No new matter has been added. 
L Amendment to Claim 41 

The Examiner has stated that the reply filed on June 23, 2003 is not fully responsive 
to the prior Office Action because the amendments made to claim 41, which was not part of 
the original patent, are improper. Applicants submit herewith a revised amendment in 
compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.173(b)(2). 
II. Submission of Original Patent
